Mortensen plans to volunteer service

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Michael J. Mortensen will seek 
election as the Repulilican Party can- 
didate for the District 1 Uke County 
Board position in ttie March 1990 pri- 
mary. 

"I'll be a good county board rep- 
resentative," he said. "I'll work hard." 

Mortensen faces incumbent 
Judy Martini and Linda Pedersen 
in a three-way battle in for the Re- 
publican nomination in the March 
primary. 



He retires this month as Deputy 
Administrator, Chief of Administra- 
tive Services for the 19th Judicial Cir- 
cuit in Lake County.

meeting. "Eranldy; J'm not expecting 
too much for us/' he told board offi- 
cials. His initial evaiuadon was that 
the district could have lost 5800,000 
were it not for tlie hold-harmless pro- 
visions of die bill.

lite communication. Other study 
modules teach computer-aided draft- 
ing and design, flight simuJation. 
quality control, pneumatic power, 
computer-controlled machining, 
publishing, aerodynamics, and trans- 
portation. Students are coached 
through each area during a two week 
time period. 

"They can begin to make decisions 
about what they really like and what 
they want to continue with," said 
Hockney. "This is an introductory sur- 
vey course for applied technology for 
.various vocational opportunities." 

"(Applied technology) is not just 
exclusively for the vocaU'onal-minded 
student," said ACHS Business Manag- 
er Bill Ahlers. "This opens the field for 
anybody that isn't sure what they 
want, but wants to get a taste." 

Students with a serious interest in 
an applied technology field can com- 
mute on a school bus to the Lake 
County Technology Campus in 
Grayslake each day for a few hours of 
study there, "They go down there and 
take three credits in video production 
orthree credits in CADD, for example, 
and then they come back here and 
they take their English, social studies, 
math, science, and other courses," 
said Hockney. 

TheappUcation of computer skills 
to applied technology fields has start- 
ed to blur tlie lines between academ- 
ic disciplines and the career or educa- 
tional goals of students. Historical 
boundaries among students who seek 
preparation for college and those who 
want to build careers with vocational 



skills have begun to blend. In addi- 
tion, with computer instruction based 
on modules, students teach them- 
selves and teachers serve as coaches 
for the self-instructed students., Of 
course, at some point a teacher had to 
sit down and teach themselves the 
modules. Students become teachers 
after teachers have been students. 

"OneofourchaUengesis to make 
sure that more (students) know diat it 
is here so we can really have them ex- 
perience all these various modules 
and become familiar with die voca- 
tions that are here," said Hockney. Ac- 
cording to tlie Chairman of the De- 
partment, Greg Collins, die interest- 
ingopportunities and educational ex- 
periences of the applied technology 
program are beginning to be noUced 
by students. 

"This facility was constructed in 
July. When we were starting to recruit 
students, die only thing we could do 
was hold up some pictures of what it 
was going to look like," said Collins. " 
Lines between academic and applied 
disciplines are less rigid these days. 
One way tliis has happened at ACHS is 
by encouraging a group of disciplines 
to solve a single problem. The 1997 
BEST Robot Competition provides 
such an opportunity, for example. Stu- 
dents must build a robot to pick up 
fake sticks of dynamite and move them 
to another location. The "Dynamite 
Duel" Robot Desi^ Competition oc- 
curs Dec. 13 at Round Lake High 
School.

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Scout grows into Eagle 

Builds planters to • 
aid handicapped 
students

Planter benches and a cold 
frame to help students better experi- 
ence contact with plants and the 
plant growth process were the final 
project for scout Sean J. Pondell pri- 
or to Induction as an Eagle Scout 
Dec. 6. 

The Eagie Scout Court of Honor 
ceremony took place at 1 1:30 a.m. at 
Laremont School in Gages Lake. 
Pondell is a member of Millburn 
Troop 87 sponsored by the Parent 
Teacher Organization. He is a fresh- 
man student at Antioch Community 
High School and lives in Lake Villa. 

Pondell built two planter bench- 
es and a cold frame for the use of 



special education teachers. "They 
needed wheelchair accessible 
planter boxes," said Pondell. The de- 
sign makes it possible for students to 
do planting activities. Planting allows 
students to better experience the 
process of plant grovrth. "It helps im- 
prove sensory stimulation," he said 
of his project. 

The cold frame can be placed 
over a flower bed to accelerate 
plant growth. It allows plants to 
start growing earlier in the year by 
creating a suitable micro-climate 
and by protecting them from harsh 
Spring weather, such as a late snow 
or frost. 

Both the planting benches and 
the cold frame were built for Sandra 
Callahan, co-Chairman of Lare- 
mont School Horticulture Commit- 
tee. She said that these would serve 
as educational tools for her work as 
an occupational therapist and 
would benefit clients not able to 
otherwise experience the plant 
growing process. 



The planter benches have a four 
foot long seating area between two 
30 inch square planter boxes at ei- 
ther end. The cold frame creates 
about 12 square feet of protected 
area. The planter benches were cre- 
ated from a photograph description, 
and the cold frame was made from 
specific plans. "Most of the troop 
helped me out at one point or an- 
other," said Pondell. Kevin Oliver, a 
member of Troop 190, and Rich 
Zemke, of Troop 72, were especially 
helpful, he said. 

Pondell has been a scout since 
he was in the second grade. He spent 
four years as a Boy Scout, and has 
been working towards his Eagle rank 
during the past year. He hopes to 
continue in scouting and expects to 
be involved as an adult scout leader. 
In a year, he will be able to join an Ex- 
plorer Scout Troop. Explorer scout- 
ing involves high adventure outdoor 
activities such as Key West, Fla., scu- 
ba diving, Colorado rock climbing, 
and New Mexico hiking.

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Man robbed, stabbed 
in Rte. 175 driveway

An isolated country driveway on 
a cold winter's evening isn't the like- 
ly location for a crime, but a 23-year- 
old Lake Villa man was stabbed in 
this exact location near Wadsworth, 
Dec. 6, 

On Saturday at approximately 
6:30 p.m., the man who was visiting 
a friend's home at 16473 W. Route 
173, just east of Route 41, went out to 
warm-up his car. After starting the 
car he was approached by a man on . 
foot who asked directions to Baby 
Dolls, a strip club located nearby on 
Route 41. 

The Lake Villa man began to give 
the stranger directions, when he was 
hit over the head and the man de- 
manded his money. The victim 
handed him his money, approxi- 
mately $100 in cash, and then the 
suspect stabbed him in the arm and 
fled west on 173. 

The victim described the suspect 



as a white man, with shoulder length 
hair, a mustache, approximately 35- 
yearsrold, 6 foot tall and weighing 
approximately 150 pounds. He was 
wearing a black jacket, green carri- 
oullage pants and a baseball hat. 

The victim was transported to St. 
Therese Medical center where the at- 
tending physician said the wound 
was definitely a stab wound, accord- 
ing to Sergeant Tliomas Braze, 
spokesperson for the Lake County 
Sheriffs Department, The story did 
sound suspect to the Sherriff s de- 
partment but after investigating the 
scene and discovering evidence to 
corroborate the victim'is story they 
believe it is true. 

Braze said after the police ar- 
rived on the scene they visited sever- 
al area businesses on Route 41 and 
the attendant at Video Magic, on the 
corner of routes 41 and 173, said a 
person matching the suspects de- 
scription was in the establishment 
between 7-7:30 p.m., before the po- 
lice arrived.

Drunk engages in stand 
with police for 14 hours 



Round Lake Park man faces numerous 
charges f subdivision evacuated 
as shots fired

A Round Lake Park man is facing 
a series of serious charges after he 
potentially put a Mundelein iieigh- 
borhood Into danger during a 14- 
hour standoff with police this past . 
weekend, authorities said. 

James A. Dunn, 24, was still being 
held in police custody earlier this week 
due to a medical emergency related to 
alcohol poisoning, police said. 

He was scheduled to go before a 
bond hearing in Waukegan Dec, 9, 
but had to taken to Condell Medical 
Center in Libertyville after com- 
plaining he was not feeling well, re- 
garding the potential of alcohol poi- 
soning, police said. 

Dunn was admitted later that 
day to Condell for observation and 
treatment of alcohol poisoning, po- 
lice said, and potentially could have 
beeri released the follow ng day, 

Dunn allegedly shot off a gun 
twice into the air for no apparent 
reason in the area of Whittier and 
Longfellow lanes at around 5:10 p.m. 
Dec. 6, police said. 

A neighbor who heard the shots 
called 911 and spoke with the 
Mundelein Police Department. She 
described the gunman and stated he 
walked back into a home at 411 
Whittier Lane, police said. 

Mundelein otTtcers tried to get 



the man and two other individuals to 
come out of the house, but they re- 
fused, having tumed off all the lights 
and would not open the door. 

Police requested the assistance 
of the Northern Illinois Police Alarm 
System at 7:30 p.m. after being un- 
able to get Dunn out of the home. 
Around 40 area officers responded to 
the call and were on the scene for the 
duration of the standoff. 

"We knew there werepeople inside 
the house and we had a witness indi- 
cate gun shots came firom the back of 
thehouse,"saidSgL Michaels. O'Brien. 

A majority of the neighboring 
residents in the Poet's subdivision 
evacuated the area on their own, af- 
ter being notified of the incident by 
NIPAS officers. 

Dunn was staying at the home, 
owned by Kevin Winkler, 44, as a 
guest, and on his own had invited 
over the other two individuals, 
Michael W. Witnik, 23, of Round 
Lake Beach, and a male 16-year-old 
teen-ager from Lake Villa, while Win- 
kler was away at work, police said. 

The first to exit the house was 
Witnik, who left the house at 8:30 
p.m. and was immediately taken into 
custody. The teenager left 30 min- 
utes later. Both were taken to the 
Mundelein police station, where 
they told poUce^of the third man, 
identified as Dunn, who was still in- 
side the home. 



"He had been drinking and was 
very intoxicated," O'Brien said. "He 
had started drinking Saturday morn- 
ing," Empty beercansandwhiskycon- 
tainers were found inside the home. 

During the night, police fired 
tear gas canisters into the home, 
which were ignored by Dunn, who 
finally tumed himself over to police 
at 7 a.m. Dec. 7, after officers entered 
the home and found him hiding in 
the attic, police said. 

He was transported to Condell af- 
ter showing signs of alcohol poisoning, 
and was released the next morning, 
vAieie he was brought back to the 
Mundelein police lockup and was 
cliaiged with: one count of obstruction 
justice (a felony), one count of unlawftil 
possession of a firearm by a felon, two 
counts of oboiructing a police officer, 
two counts of Firearm Owners Identifi- 
cation (FOID) card violations (one 
count forpossessionofal2gaugeshot- 
gun, and one count for possession of 
the ammunition, one count of reckless 
discharge of a firearm, and one count of 
contnbutingto the delinquency ofami- 
nor (lot providing a juvenile in the 
home with alcohol), O'Brien said. 

Dunn told police he was convicted 
of a felony in Wisconsin, O'Brien said. 

Witnik was charged with one 
count of attempted obstructing jus- 
tice, and the juvenile was released to 
his mothers vnth charges pending, 
said police, who refereed him to ju- 
venile court. Winkler was charged 
with not having a valid FOID card. 

Police confiscated approximate- 
ly 25 guns that were locked In gun 
cases, and three handguns and a ri- 
fle thatANerc not locked.

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Lindenhurst will not increase tax levy for 1997

The citizens of Lindenhurst re- 
ceived good news regarding their vil- 
lage portion of their taxes for the up- 
coming year. 

For the fourth in the past five 
years, the village is expected to re- 
ceive a increase of revenue generat- 
ed by the 1997 tax levy, without hit- 
ting the present homeowners in their 
pocket book. 

Village Manager James Stevens 
points out each year their is an in- 
crease of 3 to 4 percent in services 
and employee wages. With an esti- 
mated $1.4 million being paid out in 
wages, this would amount to ap- 



proximately a $30,000 increase each 
year. 

Stevens points out some 
additional funds are necessary to 
continue certain programs and 
services once grants run out. An 
example is the COPS Fast pro- 
gram which enabled Lindenhurst 
to add a full-time police officer 
three years ago. Each year the 
amount has been gradually re- 
duced. This year, the village will 
have to pay the entire salary. 

Several trustees added com- 
ments in response to first-year 
trustee Patrick Dunham voting no on 
passing the levy. 

"I'm not an advocate of tax in- 
creases, especially when there is no 



indication of a present need," Dun- 
ham explained his vote. "I don^t be- 
lieve there is." 

Mayor Paul Baumunk explained 
once the budgetary process com- 
mences in January with department 
head and staff meetings, trustees will 
be able to "have a pretty good handle 
on projected needs." 

The planned new public safety 
building and remodeling of the pre- 
sent village hall is hoped to com- 
mence in 90 to 120 days. 

"A number of years ago, the 
board planned for the improve- 
ments and now you'll be able to see 
it come to fruition," Stevens said, 
noting it will be able to be done with 
surplus funds already in the village 



treasury and not require any addi- 
tional tax increase. 

The anticipated commercial and 
residential development to come to 
the village within the next year Is 
viewed as the source of the addition- 
al $25,000 increase in the village rev- 
enue. 

"There doesn't appear to be an 
immediate need," said Trustee Carl 
Norlin. "It's kind of awkward, I ad- 
mit. If you don't need the money, 
why ask for it. But if suddenly you do 
need it, you'd be saying, why didn't I 
ask for it." 

In another tax matter, the board 
unanimously voted to have TCI of 
Northeast Illinois (formerly U.S. Ca- 
ble of Lake County) not collect the 



village franchise fee which is allowed 
to be placed on the franchise fees. 

"It's kind of like double taxa- 
tion," said Stevens, admitting the ad- 
ditional estimated $1,400 in revenue 
to the village would be nice, howev- 
er, the additional burden passed on 
to the cable customers would not. 

Additional good news for village 
residents came through the annual 
Commonwealth Edison sunimary of 
activities for the village within the 
past year. 

Residents can expect an antici- 
pated 15 percent decrease in their 
electric bill rates in August of 1998. 
An additional 5 percent residential 
rale reduction is planned for May, 
2002.

I decided to extend my Thank.sgiying Day Holiday tlirough the weekend so I could 
do a little Christmas Shopping. I needed Ihc extra lime, since my commute would be 
about 9 1/2 hours. , 

Tliat's because I like to do my Christmas shopping at Ihc famous Munich Christmas 
Market, or Chrislkindlmarkl, which, this year, happened to open the Saturday aflcr our 
Thanksgiving, And since Lufthansa had a great Thanksgiving weekend fare (much lower 
than my so called travel agent discount), 1 was landing in Munich about the time the rest 
of you were putting the turkey in the oven. 

The history of Munich's Christmas Market goes back as far as 1310 when it was 
called the Saint Nicholas Market and was held in front of St. Michael's Church in he 
Ncauhauscr Strassc (Street), Then, as now, Christmas decorations, Nativity figures, wax 
candles and toys, were sold by local vendors. It oniciaily became the Christkindlniarkt 
(Christmas Market) in 1805 and has moved a couple of limes before finding its home on 
Munich's Maricnplatz square in front of (he town hall with its famous Glockenspiel. 

Since the ordcial opening of the Christkindlmarkl wasn't until Saturday, 1 took a 
train to the town of Fusscn to visit a couple of King Ludvvig IPs castles.

Lois, and Caitlin May. Student 
Walker, according to Seiber, has 
tlie basis to be able to make the . 
Olympic team and compete in Ko- 
rea and Brazil. Student Morgan is 
already a black belt. 

"I have (Antioch Community 
High School student Tim Walker) 
here at my studio in Antioch who 
will go to Korea in June to train," 
Seiber said. Walker is 17-years-old 
but already competes against 
adults. Korea is the best place for 
Walker to obtain the level of com- 
petitive training that he needs to 
progress further. Seiber thinks 
Walker may eventually represent 
the United States in Turkey at the 
World Junior Championships later 
in the summer. 

"I've had an Antioch school for 
seven years," he said. "We've won 
over 45 national medals," he said 
of his students. "We qualified 18 
students and took nine national 
medals in 1994 at the Rosemont 
Horizon." In state championships, 
Seiber has had students who have 
competed and won nine gold 
medals, two silvers, and one 
bronze. Seiber said, "We are phys- 
ically much tougher than most 



schools. That is why we are so 
good." 

In his own career, Seiber has 
been able to develop as a Tae 
Kwon Do judge. To be selected as 
a judge by the World Tae Kwori Do 
Federation, judges are expected to 
be very alert and to be past com- 
petitors. The selection of judges by 
the federation is carefully consid- 
ered since in this sport, judges 
may penalize competitors. Like 
most judging in sports, it is not a 
service that will gain him ap- 
plause. "Whoever's arm you pull 
up (to signif>' the winner), you 
know you will be booed by the 
other country," Seiber said. 

Seiber served in Hong Kong for 
eight days as a Wodd Federation 
tournament judge. There was one 
"day for the judges to practice hand 
signals and to become familiar 
with the electronic scoring system. 
The actual judging in the tourna- 
ment was for six-days. He is paid 
modestly for the services and liv- 
ing expenses are taken care of by 
the host country. 

For the Hong Kong interna- 
tional tournament, he shared a 
room with an Iranian citizen who

also was serving as a judge. "He 
was very nice," Seiber said of his 
off-hours roommate. He described 
it as an interesting experience be- 
cause of the political differences 
that exist between the United 
States and Iran. Although the dif- 
ferences existed, they were not a 
factorfor either of them in getting 
along and working as judges he 
said. 

The Hong Kong tournament 
was a good experience for Seiber 
personally, but not a strong mo- 
ment for the United States com- 
petitors who were there. "The 
United States did not do well in 
this competition," he said. 
Seiber said that competitors 
from his Iranian roommate's 



country "did very well." Histori- 
cally the United States has done 
well in tournament activity he 
said. "(This tournament) was a 
very tough competition with a 
lot of countries." 

Seiber believes that serving as 
a judge contributes to his skills as 
a teacher in Antioch. "It allows 
me to be around the best com- 
petitors in the world," he said. 
"You see skills develop and 
evolve." In his career he has seen 
some major changes in the sport. 
"(Gompetitors) are getting very 
artistic in the way they are to- 
day," he said. People are not as 
powerful as they were, but they 
are now faster. Men are taller 
and more slim. Today's male 
competitors have much longer 
legs than participants had several 
years ago lie said. 

Seiber expects the popularity 
of Tae Kwon Do to continue to 
build. He said that in 198B 
Olympic host country South Korea 



selected Tae Kwon Do as a 
demonstration sport. In 1992, 
Spain also selected it as an 
Olympic demonstration sport. The 
Olympic Committee subsequenUy 
selected Tae Kwon Do as a medal 
sport for the year 2000 games. He 
thinks the popularity for Tae Kwon 
Do in the United States also has 
been helped in part by movies. 
Stars such as Bruce Lee and Chuck 
Norris have helped with strong 
movie portrayals. Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles also offer a some- 
what different type of support for 
its acceptance he said. Seiber not- 
ed that even the Wall Street jour- 
nal has published articles about 
the sport. 

"In 20 years it's gone from 20 
countries to 151 countries," Seiber 
said of the member nations in the 
World Tae Kwon Do Federation. 
To him this is strong evidence of 
the past and future success of the 
sport to which he has devoted 
much of his life.

Progress against cancer being made 



Wliile experts predict the cancer 
incidence will rise 60 percent by the 
year 2020, they expect that by then 
they will have many more effective 
new weapons against the disease. 

Even more sophisticated radia- 
tion llierapy will be among llie tools, 
they report. 

Currently, cancer is a major cause 
of death in older persons witli nearly 
two-thirds of new cancer cases oc- 
curring in Americans aged 65 years or 
older. The total number of cancers 
predicted is greatly due to the large 
proportion of tlie population expect- 
ed to be in older age groups in the 



next 25 years. 

Fortunately, reports the Ameri- 
can Society of Tlierapeutic Radiology 
and Oncologj', scientists are working 
on ways to reduce tliis incidence and 
to improve the lives of those who do 
get the disease. 

Deborali McCafTrcy Boyle, an on- 
cology clinical nurse specialist at tlie 
Cancer Center, Fairfax Hospital, Vir- 
ginia, urges a concentrated approach 
to overcome barriers to screening and 
early detection. She recommends: 

1. Evaluating and correcting mis- 
perceptions about old age. 

2. Treatment and care should be 



based on how the person's body is 
working, not on how old tlic patient is. 

3. Research into understanding 
the older patient and family's experi- 
ence with cancer. 

' 4. Use of peer-directed teaching 
sessions and discussion groups to re- 
duce fears. 

"The care of geriatric patients 
should be a collaborative activity in- 
volving generalists such as internists, 
family physicians, geriatricians and 
other specialists," according to B.]. 
Kennedy, MD and Harry Jay Cohen, 
MD writing in a recent American 
Cancer Society journal.

Area communi- 
ties recognized the vital need for 
emergency care because "most peo- 
ple who experience cardiac arrest 
outside the jiospital, unless resusci- 
tated by someone who can give adc; 
quate medical support, generally, do 
not survive," says Freeland. 

Antioch Rescue Squad, one of 
the first two EMS programs in Illi- 
nois, approached Freeland to help 
set up an emergency medical pro^ 
gram. They chose him because of a 
strong referral by other Antioch 
physicians. Freeland, a cardiac spe- 
cialist, was treating their patients for 
heart problems. :;- 

Soon, Freeland and members of 
the Antioch Rescue Squad began 
their training in emergency care for 
pre-hospital patients. A telephone 
patch system was established be- 
tween the rescue squad and the hos^ 
pital's Coronary Care Unit. Once 
curriculum and related state legisla- 
tion was established for mobile in- 
tensive care, Victory was established 
as a site for mobile coronary care and 
education. 

This effort became what is now 
known as the North. Uke Countii 
EMS System— the first in llUnois— , 
which now has 12 rescue/carej 
providers as members. ' i

Tomatoes can be weapon 
against prostate cancer 



If "take two slices of pizza and call 
me in tlie morning" sounds like a far- 
fetched prescription, think again. 

Lowering your risk for certain 
kinds of cancer may be as simple as 
prescribing yourself a diet rich in one 
of America's favorite vegetables — ilic 
tomato. 

A recent study by the Harvard 
School of Public Health found that 
men who ate two to four servings per 
week of tomatoes (including tomato 
sauce and pizza) lowered ilieir riskof 
prostate cancer by 34 percent. 

And men who ate ten servings of 
tomatoes had a 45 percent lower risk 
of prostate cancer than men who av- 
erage only one and a half servings a 
week. 

Since the eariy 1980s, research 
has been conducted into phytochem- 
icals, the micronutricnts found in 
plants. Pliytochemicals help prevent 
cancer in different ways. Some block 
carcinogens from forming or slow 



their growth, some prevent damage to 
liealtliy cells, some even repair DNA. 

Wliile many vegetables have can- 
cer-fighting properties, all are riot 
equally effective at fighting specific 
cancers. Tomatoes are nature's rich- 
est source of die phytochemical, lyco- 
pene. Besides their potential for fight- 
ing prostate cancer, lycopene-rich 
foods are thought to decrease the risk 
of other forms of cancer as well. 

Even before their cancer-Oghttng 
properties were discovered, tomatoes 
were an important part of any healthy 
diet because they're low in fat and 
calories, cholesterol -free and a rich 
source of vitamins A and C. 

The Harvard researchers found 
that cooked tomato products are 
more protective than juice or raw 
tomatoes. Tomato sauce was the 
most strongly associated with a lower 
prostate cancer risk because absorp- 
tion of lycopene in the body is im- 
proved by cooking.

And to top it off, the majority 
owner of Offsides, Sharon Grivolos, 



is apparently tr>'ing to evict the men 
running the topless dance club the 
past two weeks. 

EllenWhelan, founder of the cit- 
izens group, said Grivolos owns 51 
percent of the club, located at 2622B 
N. Route 83, and issued an e\nction 
notice with the help of the Lake 
County Sheriff's Police this past 
weekend.

Diana Dretske of the Forest Pre- 
serve staff was responsible for the 
oral history that was made with 
Shorty Bonner about the history of 
the site and the family. "He really did 
have a sense for it, " she said of Shorty 
Bonner's recollections. Much of his 
information was verified by Bott 
through historian methodologies. 

Dretske said, "Our main intent 
was to collect as much history as we 
could." The district borrowed and 
copied family photographs. Video- 
tapes and cassette tapes were made 
of site tours with Shorty Bonner. 
"We're veiy fortunate. It is unusual to 
have this much information about 
the family." She said, "He's very 
proud of his farm heritage."

Cook board defends building plan 

UbertyvUIe— Members of the Cook Memorial Public Li- 
brary board pitched their district expansion plan to residents of 
both Libertyville and Vernon Hills on Monday and Tuesday. 

Last month, the library board decided that buiJding a second 
library building in Vernon Hills and renovating the downtown 
Coolc site was the best way to address the space problems the 
overcrowded district is facing. 

Since then, the board has also decided to set a spending lim- 
it of $19.9 million on the plan. Library otficials have said they are 
trying to keep any tax increase to $100 per year on a $200,000 
home, and are also seeking grant money to reduce the amount 
required to be borrowed. 

On Monday, at the Sullivan Community Center In Vernon 
Hills, a handful of Vernon Hills residents and officials were on 
hand for the first of two public forums this week. 

Primaries set for Warren Twp: 

Waukegan— At the appointed hour of 8:30 a.m., Monday, 
Mark Ratfelders, Al Westerman and dozens of other hopefuls 
in the March 17 general election clutched petition papers in 
hand, ready and hopeful voters in their district will agree with 
their views of county government 

"I have demonstrated a commitment to represent the peo- 
ple of Dist. 7 because I have lived here for nine years and know 
the people and issues in the community. As a Gumee trustee, I 
have a record of positive public service and good, constructive 
government," Ratfelders said. 

Ratfelders and incumbent Westerman will be two candidates 
who vwll be part of a drawing to see who wins top ballot posi- 
• tion. The Lake County Clerk's office set the lottery for Dec. 17. 

Also facing a lottery will be incumbent Sandy Cole and 
challenger Paul Schmidt in the Republican primary for Dist. 
11. That district serves Grayslake and Wild wood areas. 

Westerman was one of the first in line before the Lake 
County Clerk's office opened on Monday.

ence all these various modules and become familiar with the 
vocations that are here," said Hockney. According to the 
Chairman of the Department, Greg Collins, the interesting op- 
portunities and educational experiences of the applied tech- 
nology program are beginning to be noticed by students.

Bonner farmstead 
to be frozen in time 

A historical treasure is in the making, tlie recreation of an 
1850s l^e County farmstead. Within the coining montiis, 
a site will be prepared on Forest Preserve property on Sand 
Lake Rd., Lindenhurst. Upon completion, future citizens 
will be able to enjoy a firstliand view of life as it was Jived in these 
parts a century and a half ago. 
The authentic farmstead will be the result of signaJ cooperation 
beUveen the donor Bonner family, the VVestfield Development Co., 
which acquired the farm buildings, and the Lake County Forest Pre- 
serve. Because of the care demonstrated by succeeding Bonner 
generations, the buildings are in remarkable shape. 
Turning back the pages of time, the house and working farm build- 
ings will be complete down to an outhouse. There will be a granery, 
machine shed, carpenter's shop, hog barn, pump house, chicken 
house, a smoke house and a storage shed besides the traditional big 
red barn. The Bonner farm will be forever frozen in time. 
Presen'ationists and historians are excited about the Bonner Farm 
potential for telling the stor>' of Lake Count>''s early days. In time, 
we hope pioneer farm life can be demonstrated to visitors by actors 
and live artisans. Wliat a mar\'elous gift for future generations. We 
all can be proud of the collaborative effort to preser\'e a significant 
part of local histor>'. 



Griping emphasizes 
school funding dilemma 

As we mentioned last week, not all sides greeted new Illinois 
school funding and reform legislation with enthusiasm. 
No sooner than votes were counted, the griping began. The 
S485 million program crafted with bi-partisan support was 
termed "an absolute zero" by Supt. Mark R. Friedman of Libertyville 
Elementary' Dist. 70. Instead of more money, his district is going to 
get more rules, regulations and mandates, Friedman groused. 
Hawthorn Elementary' Schooi'Dist., 73 Supt. Youssef "Dr. Joe" 
Yomloob found fault with a five percent cap on administrative 
spending because it will limit Hawthorn's ability to expand its ad- 
ministration. Oh? in high income Green Oaks Elementary, which 
will get a piddling $8,000, Supt. Patrick Patt cautioned that sin lax 
money is a prett>' wobbly base for educational funding. 
To be sure, legislation providing a S4,225 per student base; will 
benefit poorer downstate districts. But new money from cigarette, 
telephone and casino taxes also will flow into the coffers of less af- 
fluent school districts in upscale Lake County. 
The critics are missing the point. There was more to the 1997 
school funding and reform legislation than just money Our law- 
makers knew they wouldn't please everybody From our perch in 
the collar counties, the new school measure makes a great deal of 
sense for the non-money aspects. 



Restless attitudes 
cloud command posts 

Today's restiveness in the work place is manifesting itself in a 
big way at the municipal level besides general commerce 
where turnover of personnel is a major cost of doing busi- 
ness. Grayslake Police Chief Dennis Koletsos is packing his 
bags after a brief three-year stint of praiseworthy service. Gurnee 
Fire Chief Tim McGrath, 52, a popular employee with 28 years ser- 
vice, seemingly is trading a $82,141 job for a similar position in 
Brookfield, Wis., paying $66,664. What are these two stories saying 
about public service careers? 

McGralh's case is less complicated. The fire chief's prospective 
move is tied up with his eligibility for Illinois retirement benefits and 
a desire to make more extensive use of his four degrees in teaching. 
Koletsos, leaving with no apparent plans for the future, is more puz- 
zling. Despite having the support of Mayor Pat Carey, Chief Kolet- 
sos was subjected to second guessing about his management style, 
particularly with budgetary matters. Isn't that what elected ofTicials 
are supposed to do? Whatever, Koletsos chafed under the reviews 
and what he considered an "unfriendly" atmosphere.

Terry, publisher of a magazine 
working for the rights of animals 
and trees, says she found forest 
preserve hirelings using Garlon 4 to 
spray chainsaw girdles on mature 
trees in a wooded area at the cor- 
ner of Everett and St. Mary's roads. 
That's not new. It happened last 
spring and was reported in this 
newspaper and other media at the 
time. What's new, according to the 
irrepressible Terry, is an organized 
attempt on the part of public offi- 
cials to discredit and repress her. " 
"They're saying now that my pho- 
tos were forged, that I used com- 
puter enhancement to generate the 
pictures. How would you like to be 
accused of forgery, have people say 
you're crazy? I'm only trying to 
warn people what's happening, 
Thai's poison being used. It's a 
shame you can't speak, inform oth- 
ers what's happening without being 
labeled a terrorist." 
Terry's assertion of being cast as 
an environmental terrorist is a 
loose interpretation of statements . 
made by Forest Preserve Executive 
Dir. Steve Messerli when he com- 
mented on her charges and work 
being done at Grainger Woods at a 
Forest Preserve meeting last spring. 
Meserli described Terry's stand as a 
"self-serving attack" ....designed "to 
keep her extremist group afloat." 
The activist carries Garlon 4 labels 
proclaiming the herbicide to be 
water soluble material to be used 
with care and control. County offi- 
cials say Garlon 4 is a treatment ap- 
proved by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. The county uses it 
in diluted form that is not threaten- 
ing to wildlife, workers or the pub- 
lic. 

As far as the Lake Cou nly Fores t 
Preserve Dist. is concerned, the 
Grainger Woods woodland clearing 
is a closed issue. Terry has other 
ideas. She said the county could 
have clear cut the mitigation spot 
with heavy machinery like the 
Pritzker family did in the Village of 
Round Lake this fall without resort- 
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ing to poison. "Wliy expose people 
to poison? That's overkill." 
Terry may not be a terrorist, but 
she's a terror — by her own admis- 
sion. The year is winding down, 
but Terry is doing her level best to 
keep alive what she considers Lake 
County's Environmental Outrage of 
1997. . 

Campaign fodder 

Willie Smith is expected to have 
plenty to say about law enforce- 
ment in Lake County as he cam- 
paigns for the Republican nomi- 
nation for sheriff. The outcry in 
Mundelein over a nudie joint is a 
ready made issue. Another is al- 
ways a sheriff's election standard: 
discontent in the ranks. 

Here's another question to de- 
bale: enforcement inconsisten- 
cies. One example this column is 
aware of involves a boater who 
nearly lost his life when rammed 
by a careless jetski operator and a 
housewife who protested loo ve- 
hemently about burning in her 
neighborhood. The careless jets- 
ki pilot was let go without even a 
scolding while the housewife was 
hauled off to County jail barefoot 
and in handcuffs.

While Al Salvi's staying power in 
the race for Illinois secretary of 
slate was being questioned, the for- 
mer assemblyman from Wauconda 
came out with a platform contain- 
ing some interesting planks.

Crane: I do not endorse Rte. 53 extension 



After reading Andy Bitta's 
column last week on the 
proposed Route 53 Toll- 
way extension, 1 feel com- 
pelled to respond.

The quote attributed to me by Bit- 
la, regarding a project "our children 
and grandchildren will look back 
and thank us for," referred to the 
Des Plaines River Wetlands 
Demonstration Project (DPRWDP), 
not the proposed Tollway project. 
Wliile 1 have strongly supported the 
DPRWDP and fought successfully 
to get it reauthorized last year, 1 
have never endorsed, nor do I plan 
to endorse, extending the 53 Toll- 
way north into Lake County. 

As for the since-abandoned 
proposal to extendYorkliouse Road 
west to Route 41, 1 was not silent on 
that issue as Bitta suggests. Not 
once but twice I wrote the Chair- 
man of the Uke County Board to 
urge a study of alternatives to that 



extension. Wliy? Primarily, I feared 
it could interfere with important 
wetlands research that the DRP- 
WDP might wish to conduct in the 
future. 

If we are to better understand 
wetlands and how they can be pro- 
tected, it is vital that such research 
not only continue but reach its full 
potential. For that reason, 1 am de- 
lighted to report that $1 million for 
further DPRWDP research was in- 
cluded, at my request, in the Fiscal 
Year 1998 Energy and Water Appro- 
priations bill that recently became 
law. Bitta and all concerned about 
/Vmerica's wetlands should take 

heart.

No public servants 

In the one-half year since new 
commissioners were elected to op- 
erate the Grayslake Community 
Park District, the clean sweep they 



promised is almost fulfilled. Staff 
turnover is nearly complete. With 
one exception, the commissioners 
lack a year of experience and al- 
ready have a record worthy of men- 
tion and serious reflection. 

The Park District nearly lost 
the only land it has for an office 
building in Central Park (about six 
acres). (The remainder of Central 
Park is grant land where the con- 
struction of buildings is prohibit- 
ed.) The sale of buildable park land 
and Village approval powers over 
constmction of outdoor athletic fa- 
cilities in the entire remaining 60 
acres of Central Park were in a 
Park/Village agreement that would 
have gone into effect upon passage 
of the Civic Center referendum. In 
addition, the Park District could 
have lost control of at least 
$ 100,000 that was for "Sport Au- 
thority" (not Park District) facilities 
in Central Park. 

Contrary to their pledge to im- 
prove communications with the 
public, the new commissioners 
held illegal meetings, hiding infor- 



mation from the public. The entire 
agreement discussed above was 
made in closed sessions of the Park 
Board, most of them illegal. The 
new commissioners have removed 
public comment from committee 
meeting agendas, and have drasti- 
cally reduced time for public com- 
ment at regular meetings. 

At a lime when money for the 
Park District is scarce, poor timing 
in firing the Executive Director cost 
the District about $100,000. A re- 
cent policy change removes limits 
on how many commissioners may 
attend seminars and on their daily 
expenses at seminars. 

Now, shrouded in secrecy, 
commissioners are planning a ma- 
jor change in asset management 
that could yield control to a private 
foundation. Commissioners are 
about to spend $1,000 to set up a 
private corporation. Their claims of 
benefits to the Park District are du- 
bious at best, and are easily out- 
weighed by the downside of this 
venture. This private corporation 
will have legal auUiority to receive 



and manage property and money 
for the Park District. The corpora- 
tion will not have members and 
will be governed solely by a Board 
of Directors. Neither the Park Dis- 
trict nor the public will have voting 
power to control the Board of Di- 
rectors. Neither the Park District 
nor the public will have voting 
power to control the Board of Di- 
rectors, the public will have no 
voice in appointing Directors and 
the corporation will not be ac- 
countable to the public. 

This corporation will provide 
no service that cannot be accom- 
plished in some other way that is 
open to public scrutiny and con- 
trol. Why is it being formed? Why 
are the commissioners not dis- 
cussing this topic in the open? A 
public hearing on the formation 
of this corporation should be held 
before public control of the Park 
District is diminished even fur- 
ther.

Long before I achieved any 
success in life, I observed die lives 
of successful men and women.

Once I saw this powerful corre- 
lation between speaking and suc- 
cess, 1 set out to improve my public 
speaking skills. I accepted all offers 
to speak. Gradually, I improved and 
made die transition from willing 
volunteer to paid professional. 

Here are several tips for im- 
proving your speaking ability. Use 
tJiem to build skills and accelerate 
your career. 

Build your 
speaking skiffs 

• Develop an area of exper- 
tise, Studyyour.topic (horouglily 
and blend in your own experience 
and uniqueness. Don't give a "book 
report" of others' information. Be- 
come an e.xpert yourself, Ulien you 
have something important to say, 
it's easy to find an audience. 

• Take time to leom about 
your audience. Know who diey 
are, what they need and their level 
of experience and expertise. Do 
your homework and talk to audi- 
ence members before your presen- 
tation, 

• Don't Just define prob- 
lems, propose solutions. Several 
years ago, 1 heard a highly-qualified 
speaker spend three hours defining 
a challenging business problem. At 
the end of his presentation the au- 
dience had only one question, 
"What do we do?" The speaker did- 
n't have an answer. 

• DeQne, outline and re- 
flne. First, define the central theme 
or thought of your presentation. 
Then, outline the opening body and 
close. Leave some space in your 
oudine so you can add ideas as you 
develop them. Finally, edit and re- 
fine your concepts until they flow 
smoothly. 

• Keep your focus. Successful 
speakers limit the number of ideas 
they try to present in any given 
speech. All ideas should link to your 
central theme. Begin with the idea, 
develop it and then summarize it. 

• Put yourself Into your 
speaking. Personal stories, experi- 
ences and beliefs allow you to relate 
to your audience. Reveal your hu- 
man nature so your audience will 
feel that you are one of them. 

• Watcli your time. The best 
way to ruin a good 30 minute 
speech is to make it last an hour. If 
you're scheduled to speak for 30 
minutes, speak for, exactly 30 min- 
utes.

Money 2000 encourages saving and reducing debt 



The personal-saving rate has 
fallen to around 5 percent, more 
than one million nonbusiness bank- 
ruptcies were filed in 1996, and the 
typical American has nine credit 
cards with average balances totaling 
nearly $4,000. Consumers are facing 
challenges in managing their fi- 
nances. 

The University of Illinois Coop- 
erative Extension Service is intro- 
ducing Money 2000, an exciting new 
educational program to assist indi- 
viduals and families in Illinois im- 
prove their financial fitness. People 
who subscribe to die program will be 
encouraged to increase their savings 



and/or reduce their consumer debt. 

The program could have a dra- 
matic impact in Illinois. If 100,000 
Illinois households reduce personal 
debt or save $2,000 by the end of the 
year 2000, the overall net worth of 
those households would increase by 
5200 million. 

The program begins January 
1998 and continues until the end of 
the year 2000. Those who enroll ear- 
ly will have more time to achieve 
dielr financial goals. 

The program will focus on the 
primary building blocks of success- 
ful financial management. The first 
step is identifying individual Money 



2000 financial goals. These goals can 
be saving more money, reducing 
debt, or both. 

The Money 2000 program will be 
coordinated by the 80 offices of the 
Illinois Cooperative Extension Ser* 
vice throughout the state of Illinois, 
There is an annual $10 subscription 
fee for participation in the program 
to cover materials. 

Money 2000 subscribers will re- 
ceive a bi-monthly newsletter with 
money saving suggestions and fi- 
nancial management information. 
They may participate in seminars

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Shop at home for financial gifts for children 



Many parents and grandpar- 
ents look for new ideas for holiday 
or birthday gifts for children. As 
children get older, "fun" gifts are 
harder to find. This can often lead 
parents and others to give money. 
If many relatives give gifts of mon- 
ey, the child may end up with a sig- 
nificant amount of ready-to-spend 
cash. 

An alternative may be to give 
other types of financial gifts. These 
might be savings bonds, shares of 
stock, or contributions to an UGMA 
(Uniform Gifts to Minors Act) or 
UTMA (Uniform Transfers to Mi- 
nors Act) account, an Education 
IRA (available after Dec. 31, 1997) 
or even a regular IRA for a child 
who had earned income during the 
year. These gifts are less liquid than 
cash or checks and therefore less 
likely to be spent immediately. If 
these types of gifts become an an- 
nual tradition, a substantial 
amount can build up over time. 
This can provide the means for an 
education, a down payment on a 
first home, or even a head start on 
retirement savings. Each choice has 
advantages and disadvantages. 

Savings bonds are easy to buy 
and give. You should have the so- 
cial security number of the person 
in whose name you want the bond 



issued. You may name a co-owner 
such as the parent. You can pick up 
a form and order your bonds on the 
spot at most banks, credit unions 
and savings and loans. Allow about 
three weeks for delivery, but you 
can probably get a gift certificate if 
you need to present the gift sooner. 
The bond can be mailed to the 
child or to you. Bonds can be pur- 
chased in face values as small as 
S50. The purchase price of the bond 
is half of the face value, so a S50 
bond costs $25. Interest accumu- 
lates, untaxed, until the bond is 
cashed — unless the taxpayer 
chooses to declare the interest each 
year. Bonds cannot be cashed until 
six months after issue. Bonds held 
in the name of the child or in an 
UTMA or UGMA account are not 
eligible for the tax break on savings 
bond interest used to pay for edu- 
cation expenses. 

A gift of stock may get a child 
interested in investing and help the 
child understand anything from 
business cycles to price/earnings 
ratios.

Even if your child spent all 
the money he/she earned, you, 
could still contribute up to the less- 
er of S2,000 or the amount the child 
earned. The disadvantage is that 
the money won't be available to 
your child for many years. Given 
that the child probably owes little 
or no income tax, a non-deductible 
Roth (backloaded) IRA might be a 
good choice. 

If the child is underage 14, the 
kiddie tax rules apply. If your child 
has more than Sl,300 of unearned 
(investment ) income in a year, the 
excess will be taxed to the child at 
the parent's margin al tax rate. 
Once the child reaches age 14, all 
income is taxed at the child's rate. 
This could influence your choice 
of investments to give your child. 
These laws were meant to dis- 
courage parents who give their 
children assets such as business 
interests or corporate bonds in 
hopes of transferring some of the 
parent's income to the child, to be 
taxed at the child's presumably 
lower rate.
